MURDER OF A COUNTESS. 


Terribte Crime in a Railway Carriage, 
[Naples (Aug. 10) Correspondence London Times.) © 
Ev ry one bere has been horrified by the de- 
tule of a murder which was committed last 
Thursday night in a first-class carriage of the 
nicht train from Rometo Fiorence. The vic- 
tim was the Countessa Armanda Sartores Ri- 
brandi Cattraneo da Novaro—a long name but 
you must jake itasitis. Separated from her | 
hueband, to which it i# necessary to allude, 
she came from Voghera, in the north of Italy, 
to Naples abont a fortnight since, and took 
lodgings at San Paolo, a village near Nola. 
Here ehe was in the babit of receiving every 
evening several officers of a cavalry regiment, 
among whom was a Lieutenaut Negri, One 
evening last week the cries of the Countess, 
in a haif suffocated tone, were head beseech 
ing for help, on which the landlor!, Signor 
Contieri, went out on the staircase, fired a 
shot, and met Negri:unning down. He then 
went to the Countess, who confessed that she 
had come to San Paolo in order to sce Negri, 
who t ad some letters or papers of bers which 
he refused to vive up; that alter her ‘‘society’’ 
had left Ler that evening he retarned, having 
sent away the servants under some excuse and 
ck sed the doors, when he endeavored to force 
her to write a letter to her friend stating she 
had committed suielide What could bave 
been the motive for this can only be L.oa ried. 
On ber besitating to do this he suatched a 
dagger from ber band, whica she carried for 
selt-defense, and was in the act of strikiug 
Ler, when she fled to another room, followed 
by ber maddened lover, The dagger was again
